NOTE  ON  THE  BISHOP'S  TRANSCRIPTS  - This  term  is  used  Because  it  is  the  accepted 
name  for  the  copies  of  the  register  sent  every  Easter  to  the  Bishop's  registry, 
under  the  Canon  of  1597.  T'n  a few  areas  (includi.ng  Bedfordshire),  Ydiere  the  arch- 
deacon’s jurisdiction  wo,s  co-ordinate  with  that  of  the  Bishop,  the  archdeacon's 
registry  received  the  copies,  in  w?aich  case  the  correct  term  vould.  Be  "./Trohdeacon' 
Transcripts."  For  Bedfordshire  they  are  extant  from  1602  to  1871,  and  are  fairly 
complete,  except  for  the  Civil  Tfar  'period  (1643-49)  and  for  vo^rious  odd  years. 

They  comprise  aBout  25,000  separate  documents,  and  form  part  of  the  muniments  of 
the  Archdeaconry  of  Bed.ford  which  are  housed  in  the  County  Record  Office,  Shire 
Hall,  Bedford.  For  as  many  as  48  Bedfordshire  parishes,  the  earliest  extant  volum 
of  the  original  register  commences  after  1602  (occasionally  as  late  as  the  18th 
century);  in  those  cases  the  "Bishop’s  'rranscripts"  are  the  sole  source.  In  addi- 
tion, the  follov/ing  defects  in  many  original  registers  are  often  overcome  ?/ith  the 
aid  of  the  "Bishop’s  Transcripts:"  (a)  missing  leaves;  (B)  mutilated  or  incomplete 
entries;  (c)  illegiBlo  entries;  (d)  co.nfused  dates  or  arrangement.  Further,  the 
Transcripts  ^deld  facts  not  recorded  in  the  registers:  ’these  are  denoted  in  the

NOTE  ON  THE  CHRONOLOGY  OF  THE  COPIES  — Until  1752  the  year  in  England  commenced 
legally  on  25  March.  Tb.e  edited  copies  of  the  registers  retain  this  method.

Two  fiirther  parishes  in  mid-Bedfordshire  are  dealt  with  in  this  volnme. 
Publication  of  the  Registers  of  both  parishes  was  very  desirable:  the  earliest 
extant  volume  of  the  original  Register  of  Flitwick  dates  only  from  1661,  so  that 
the  Bishop's  Transcripts  form  a valuable  supplement,  and  the  arrangement  of  the 
early  volumes  of  Clophill  is  so  disorderly  that  the  chance  of  missing  any  given 
entry  in  an  ordinary  search  T/as  very  higho 

The  next  volume  Y»rill  contain  the  Registers  of  Maulden  and  Pilloxiiillo 
These  parishes  will  almost  complete  the  central  part  of  the  County;  the  north 
and  east  parts  have  been  largely  completed  in  earlier  volumes,  as  Y/ell  as  isolat- 
ed parishes  in  other  districts »

The  Register  of  Flit-wick  is  'below  the  average  as  regards  interesting" 
items  and  there  is  little  in  the  entries  worthy  of  comment » The  dearth  of  course 
is  partly  due  to  the  relatively  short  periods  for  which  the  original  Register 
has  survived  0 

The  baptism  of  "George  Rowland  Selfe  the  son  of  I', tr,  George  Rovdand  Selfe" 
in  1666  is  an  early  instance  of  a double  Christian  namool 

The  local  pronunciation  of  place-names  can  be  gleaned  from  most  regis- 
ters, and  thoro  is  a good  list  of  these  in  Flitwick  Register,  Oogo,  Litlington, 
Carrington,  Ha-'rnes,  Kempson,  Grinfield,  Tuddington,  for  Lidlington,  Cardington, 
Haynes,  Kempston,  Greenfield  and  Toddington  respectively,  and  Rainstrop  for 
Ravensthorpe,  Northants,  and  Edsbury  for  Edlesborough,  Bucks  o On  p»  36  there  is 
a reference  to  Flithaven,  a corrupt  form  of  Flittono  An  authority  on  the  mean- 
ing of  sirrnames  states  that  the  study  of  the  explanation  of  names  has  been  made 
difficult  because  of  the  extraordinary  perversions  ?/hioh  they  have  md  erg  one  in 
common  speech,  and  to  the  many  forms  which  a name  can  ass-ume,  such  forms  being 
due  to  local  pronunciation  and  accidents  of  spelling » A good  example  of  this" 
is  seen  in  the  marriage  entry  of  William  Ha3.f penny  in  1759 o The  entries  in  Volo 
II  and  Volo  III  overlap  and  this  marriage  is  entered  tydoe,  one  gives  "Halfpenny” 
and  the  other  " Abney They  are  probably  corruptions  of  d’Aubigny.2 

Shakespeare  says  that  "men  have  died  from  time  to  time  and  vrorms  have 
eaten  them  - but  not  for  love,"  but  that  ?ras  not  the  opinion  of  the  scribe  who 
made  this  entry  in  the  Burials  of  1676:  "Thomas  Pheasa.nt  who  died  for  ys  love  of 
Mary  Peirce."  From  1791 'to  1812  the  Burials  give  the  age  of  all  deceased  per- 
sons. These  figures  throve  some  light  ©n  the  rate  of  mortality  at  this  period. 

Of  127  persons,  only  40  lived  to  be  over  60*;  30  died  under  10  years  of  ago,  37 
died  betT/een  10  and  40  years,  20  between  40  and  60,  19  between  60  and  70,  15 
between  70  and  80,  4 betvireen  80  and  90,  and  two  lived  to  be  over  90. 

A good  deal  of  interesting  information  is  to  be  fo-und  in  Flitwick;  the 
Story  of  an  Old  Bedfordshire  Village  (n.d.,  about  1920)  , by  a previous  Vica.r, 
the  Revc  J.L.Ward  Petley,  who  also  printed  a copy  of  the  earlier  portion  of  the 
Register  serially  in  the  parish  magazine. 

The  less  common  occupations  are:  gardener,  ho\7ard,  miller,  sieve-maker, 
tanner  and  weaver. 

Tlie  Flityd.ck  family-names  v/-hich  seem  to  have  persisted  throughout  the 
greater  part  of  our  period  are;  Elmore  (1673-1811),  Fair ey  (1607-1808 ) , Hudson 
(1638-1808),  Hoyrson  (1607-1809)  and  Millward  (1603^1812). 

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1801  wa.3  436,  and  in  1931  was  1731;  its 
area  is  2165  acres.  The  only  hamlet  in  the  parish  is  Denel  End,  in  the  north; 
R-uxox,  in  the  north-east,  and  Priestley,  in  the  south-west,  now  sur-vive  only  as 
farms.  The  adjoining  parishes  aro  irapthill,  Maulden,  Flitton,  Westoning,  Ting- 
rith,  Eversholt  and  Steppingley.'

OF 

CLOPHILL 
(1  567-181  2) 

THE  transcription  of  this  Register  has  been  xmusually  difficult.  Much 
of  the  handwriting  in  the  first  volume  has  faded  and  in  places  it  is  al- 
most illegible.  There  are  a number  of  gaps  but  many  of  tne  missing 
entries  have  beeh  supplied  by  the  Bishop's  Transcripts.  The  second  volume 
presented  difficulties  of  a different  kind.  The  book  is  endorsed  ’’arranged 
in  ye  worst  possible  way;"  the  severity  of  which  remark  is  doubly  just- 
ified, for  there  are  many  pages  having  entries  for  two  or  three  different 
periods,  and  in  rebinding  a century/-  or  so  ago  the  leaves  were  badly  dis- 
arranged. The  entries  are  in  the  illiterate  hand  of  the  parish  clerk, 
or,  even  worse,  in  the  formless  scrawl  of  the  parson. 


The  memoranda  (p.74)  record  the  granting  in  1632  of  a licence  to 
Sir  Henry  More  and  his  wife  for  oating  flesh  during  Lent,  doubtless  the 
result  of  Laud’s  injunctions  reviving  the  ancient  discipline  of  tho  Church. 
In  1639  "Matthew  Halo , esquire , and  Mm  More"  wore  married.  The  lat- 
ter lived  at  Fawloy  in  Berkshire,!  and  was  probably  related  to  tho  Sir 
Henry  just  mentioned.  Halo,  known  to  history?-  as  Sir  Matthevr  Halo,  vis- 
ited Bedford  in  1661  for  the  midsummer  assize,  card  it  was  to  him  that  Eliz- 
abeth Puny  an  made  her  impassioned  appeal  on  behalf  of  her  imprisoned  hus- 
band. 2 Halo  was  created  Lord  Chief  Justice  in  1671. 

Tho  burials  «f  1655-57  also  ^ive  the  date  of  death;  there  is  abund- 
ant evidence  that  it  was  tho  custom  at  this  time  to  bury  on  the  day  after 
death.  Widow  Hill,  "a  woman  reported  to  be  a hundred  years  old",  was 
buried  in  1682.  "Chickson"  was  a local  rendering  of  Chicksands  in  1720 
(p.39)  and  "Graunoy"  of  Gravenhurst  in  1780  (p.69).  Thomas  Allen  married 
in  1591  is  described  as  a stringer,  which  is  orplaincd  in  the  burial  of 
"Old  Thomas  Allen,  bassmaker"  in  1598.  The  Transcript  for  1719  gives 
"tranter"  (or  "trauntcr"),  whereas  the  Register  gives  husbandman.  The 
former  word,  meaning  a carrier,  is  familiar  to  readers  of  Hardy’s  Wessex 
novels,  but  is  new  to  this  series,  and  is  believed  to  be  very  rare  in 
Bedfordshire,  Joseph  Samm,  died  1754,  had  the  pleasing  trade  of  toy- 
tumcr.  The  baptisms  of  1764-69  reveal  that  five  horse-dealers  then 
lived  in  the  parish,  Tho  extensive  woods  lying  on  the  north  side  of 
Wrest  Park  gave  employment  to  a number  of  warroners  at  Glophill. 

A remarkable  case  of  a long-established  family  seems  to  bo  found. 

The  Grummont  or  Grummitt  family  of  Clophill  first  appear  in  the  subsidy 
roll  of  1332  as  Gromund.  Gromount  or  Gromonnt  occurs  in  the  Register  as 
early  as  1606.  The  name  then  disappears  until  1752  when  the  wife  af 
John  Gromat  is  buried.  In  1754  John  Grummont  is  married,  and  entries  of 
the  name  continue  until  1808.  During  tho  period  when  Grommonts  are  mis- 
sing at  Clophill  there  are  entries  of  the  name  in  the  adjoining  parishes 
of  Silsoo  (vol. XVIII ) and  Mauldea  (to  bo  published  shortly).  The  name 
(now  spelt  Grummitt)  is  represented  in  Clophill  at  tho  present  time. 

Tho  evidence  is  not  conclusive  but  there  seems  reason  for  believing  that 
the  family  has  lived  in  or  close  to  Clophill  for  more  than  six  centuries. 

AnotJaer  name,  in  some  respects  even  more  interesting,  is  that  of 
Albon,  with  its  many  variants  (given  in  the  Index),  There  seems  little 
doubt  that  this,  represents  the  important  Norm, an  baronial  f amily  cf  d’Albini, 
which  owned  extensive  lands  in  Bedfordshire  and  had  as  their  chief  seat 
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Cainhoc  Castle  in  this  parish.  The  foms  Auhigny  and  Daubony  do  in  fact 
occur  in  the  Register,  but  not  in  the  earlier  years,  and  it  might  bo  rash, 
therefore,  without  research,  to  assume  that  Albon  and  its  numerous  other 
forms  arc  all  corruptions  of  the  Norman  name.  The  variants  grouped  under 
Albon  (which  has  been  chosen  somewhat  arbitrarily  as  a 'standard'  form 
because  of  its  frequent  occur'^onco  and  its  simple  form)  may,  of  course, 
embody  two  or  more  distinct  names  which  have  been  merged  or  assimilated; 
on  the  other  hand,  the  editor  has  excluded  from  this  group  the  distinct- 
ive Clophill  and  district  narao  of  Halfpenny  merely  for  ease  of  reference, 
for  the  baptisms  of  June  1808,  October  1811  and  December  1805  cloa.rly 
prove  that  it  is  another  variant  or  corruption  (probably  through  Halbcn- 
ny);  in  full  accordance  with  etymological  'rules'.  ^ The  substitution 
of  Burnell  for  Burwell  in  the  latter  half  of  the  17th  century  affords  an 
example  of  corruption  through  a different  cause,  that  of  mis-spelling  on 
the  part  of  the  vj-riter  of  the  Register. 

Very  few  families  of  any  substance  dwelt  in  the  parish  during  our 
period. 

The  year  1814  was  one  of  festivity  at  Clophill,  as  in  hundreds  of 
other  villa,ges.  There  was  "a  day  of  Thanksgiving  for  signal  victories 
attained  over  the  French,’*  In  July  a communal  dinner  to  celebrate  the 
peaxe  was  held  (p.75). 

The  Clophill  family -names  which  seem  bo  have  persisted  throughout 
the  greater  part  of  our  period  are  (in  addition  +■0  Grummont  noticed 
above):  Carter  (1584-1812),  Costen  (1597-1803),  Crouch  (1606-1811), 

Haro  (1659-1812),  Matthews  (1587-1812  ),  Pearson  (1581-1797),  and  Peck 
(1589-1812). 

The  population  of  the  parish  ir.  1801  was  706,  and  in  1931  was  847; 
its  area  is  2425  acres.  The  only  hamlets  in  the  parish  are  Beadlow  in 
the  east  (on  tne  Chicksands  boundary)  and-Cainhoe  on  the  south-east 
(on  the  Gravenhurst  boundary'").  The  adjoining  parishes  are  Hajnes, 
Chicksands  (e^cbra-parochial ) , Carapton,  Gravenhurst,  Flitton-vrith-Silsee, 
and  Maulden.
